John Stalks, 73, a retired 
railroader had worked long 
hard years to pay for his 
little brick house at 2601

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take it from me just because ` 


I lost a lawsuit.” 

“IL also told him I 
wouldn’t have lost that law- 
suit if it hadn’t been a white 
I had accidentally hit with 
my car, and a white judge 
and jury.” 

The deputy went away 
after trying to talk the old 
man into getting out of his 
house. “ I barricaded my 
windows and doors,” Stalks 
said. “I nailed 2x4s across 
every one of them.” 

The deputy came back 
the next day with two more 
deputies and six Denver 
police officers. 

These white minions of 
the law broke down Stalks’ 
front door and stormed in- 


side to be met by the val- 
iant old man with a 3-foot 
section of lead pipe in his 
hands. 

“It has been clearly dem- 
onstrated that sheriff’s and 
police officers met with vio- 
lent resistance by John 
Stalks...” Denver Police 
Chief Georgy Seaton repor- 
ted. 

“Four officers were injur- 
ede 

But eventually the cops 
were able to knock the old 
man to the floor. Then he 
was allegedly stomped! 

One officer, Chief Sea- 
ton reported to Denver 
Mayor McNichols “may 
have inadvertently kicked 
Stalks while the older man 
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was on the floor of his 
home...” 

“It is unfortunate,” the 
chief continued, “that a 
73-year-old man was injur- 
ed. However, he first assaul- 
ted officers with a metal 
pipe that caused serious in- 
jury to several law enforce- 
ment officers.”

“All my life I have heard 
that niggers are twice as 
sexy as us white people,” he 
said. 

“I decided to find out for 
myself.” 

He asked several Black 
girls for a boogy date. “I 
got insulted by every one of 
them,” he told Det. Neal 
Sheehan. “This surprised 
the hell out of me. I 
thought niggers was anxious 
to mingle with whitefolks.” 

Finally the whitey 
grabbed Pleasant (Pooch) 
Roberson, 23, one of the 
most beautiful girls in St. 
Paul. 

“I took her into this 
bunch of trees on the river 


south of St. Paul Park,” he 
told officials, “and peeled 
her.” 

“Then I gave her breasts 
some prefessional attention 
after which I gave her a 
sexual penetration.” 

When the whitey’s lust 
was sated he held the nude 
beauty’s head under the 
river’s surface until she 
drowned. “‘I then swung her 
by her heels until I had 
worked up momentum,” he 
said, “after which I threw 
her out in the channel.” 

A man who had seen him 
abduct Miss Roberson re- 
ported his license number 
after she was declared 
missing and homicide in- 
vestigators squeezed out a 
confession. 

Eleven days later Ramsey 
County rescuers snagged the 
drowned girls body. She 
was no longer pretty. Her 
skin had rotted off and cat- 
fish had nibbled off most of 
her face.

It is estimated that 70% 
of the adult population in 
the U.S. gambles—or at least 
thinks that is what it is 
doing. Americans wager 
$500 billion a year, only 
$10 billion of which is gam- 
bled legally. It is through 
collection of the debts for 
gambling losses that organ- 
ized crime invades legiti- 
mate businesses, obtains the 
favors of politicians and law 
enforcement authorities, 
and multiplies its profits 
with high interest loans to 
the debtors by loan shark- 
ers. 

Gambling is the life 
blood of the Mafia. Its an- 
nual profits from dice, cards 
and roulette wheels are no 
more difficult to predict 
than it is for General Mo- 
tors to project its sales a 
year in advance. 

Gambling is profitable to 
organized crime leaders be- 
cause they are not gam- 
blers—they do not subject 
themselves to the whims of 
chance. To the Mafia gamb- 
ling is a business, a very big 
business—not a game. 
Throughout the U.S. the 
Mafia employs hundreds of 
“‘mechanics” (fixers) to 
make sure that gambling re- 
mains big and profitable, to 
make sure that it controls 
who “wins,” to make sure 
that the gambling is not 
really gambling at all 
because in true gambling 
everyone has a chance of 
winning. 

The mechanic generally 
starts the game, and de- 
pending on the type of gam- 
bling involved, the Mafia 
sends a specialist to make 
sure that no true gambling 
takes place. 

Because of the way the 
Mafia uses its gambling busi- 
ness operations to get busi- 
nessmen and others indebt- 
ed to it and in its power, 
state and federal law en- 
forcement agencies pay par- 
ticularly close attention to 
the names of those who are 
arrested in gambling raids. 
Those who are arrested, us- 
ually charged with a misde- 


meanor (loitering in a place 
of illegal occupation), may 
well be needing protection 
from loan sharkers or from 
having their businesses be- 
coming fronts for illegal ac- 
tivities. 

The Mafia promotes its 
gambling business by play- 
ing upon every human de- 
sire or weakness it can. 
Prostitutes are stationed at 
gaming tables to stimulate 
bigger and bigger wagers. 
Alcohol, drugs and narco- 
tics are given directly to 
gamblers or concealed in 
their drinks. 

Guns and strongarm men 
are usually present at big 
games in case anyone sus- 
pects a fix and causes trou- 
ble. Dice, cards and other 
gambling equipment present 
are frequently fixed in ways 
that only the mechanic 
knows. 

The greatest human frail- 
ty the Mafia plays upon is 
greed—the desire to get a lot 
for a little money and no 
work through the element 
of chance. Hundreds of bus- 
inessmen who survive the 
pitfalls, overcome the obsta- 
cles and win the gambles in 


their businesses see their 
hard-earned incomes lost in 
a single evening over a gam- 
ing table. 

Jerry Hall was formerly a 


” 


“‘mechanic.” He can—and 
often does—explain the 
many ways he used to de- 
stroy businessmen. For sev- 
eral years, Hall was em- 
ployed as a free-lance me- 
chanic, accepting a game. 
His bankers covered the full 
spectrum of professions, 
from doctors and lawyers to 
Mafia dons. 

How Hall served his 
bankers depended upon his 
connections. When Hall was 
employed by a lawyer who 
was trying to wipe out his 
law partner, he would often 
just run off with the bank. 
First, however, he would 
return the lawyer some 
small winnings until he 
would substantially increase 
the amount of the bank. 
Knowing that the legitimate 
lawyer lacked “muscle,” he 
had nothing to fear. Hall 
never went anywhere with- 
out a knife and he knew 
how to use it. 

If Hall was employed by 
the Mafia, however, he 


would work on a commis- 
sion basis and the Mafia 
would collect the debts. 
Hall never allowed a gamb- 
ler to wager anything but 
cash unless his banker was a 
member of the Syndicate. 
Working for a syndicate 
banker was much safer too, 
beause that meant “muscle” 
for protection if anyone be- 
came unruly. 

Hall’s early years were 
rough; they taught him how 
to live with terror and how 
to use it. Raised in a Mexi- 
can-American community 
on the west side of Denver, 
Colo., Hall earned his lunch 
money by gambling when 
he was nine years old. When 
he was 11, his mother 
bought him his first gamb- 
ling equipment—two decks 
of cards, 4 pair of dice and 
some poker chips. By then, 
a knife was already as neces- 
sary a part of his attire as a 
shirt. 

After he joined the Army 
at the age of 15 in 1946, 
Hall’s gambling career blos- 
somed further. While in Ko- 
tea, Hall was bankrolled by 
a staff sergeant who gave 
Hall 25% of the take. Hall 


earned $1,000 a month 
from gambling. The ser- 
geant was taking in more 
than $4,000 a month from 
Hall’s winnings alone and 
had other mechanics work- 
ing for him besides. 

After his discharge in 
1949 and a prison sentence 
for auto theft from which 
he was paroled after a year, 
Hall resumed the gambling 
mechanic trade. 

He would become an em- 
ploye of a legitimate busi- 
ness and show his boss a 
few card tricks. Fascinated 
by Hall’s ability, the boss 
would soon be bankrolling 
Hall to wipe out his busi- 
ness associates. In the end, 
Hall would wipe out every- 
one, including the boss. 

Occasionally, he would 
be commissioned by the 
Syndicate to fix a game. 
Hall knew better than to try 
to cheat the Mafia. Hall also 
knew better than to become 
a part of the mob. He 
worked only on a free-lance 
basis, meeting someone 
with money and informa- 
tion on the game, but never 
the big men behind the 
money. This way, Hall 
could get out when he 
wanted to because he didn’t 
know anything. 

Watching Hall work with 
dice or cards should con- 
vince anyone not to gamble. 
Nevertheless, frequently it 


happens that after a talk 


and demonstration before a 
business group, a business- 
man will come up to him 
and request his services. 
Businessmen often watch 
Hall’s demonstration and 
then go right out and gam- 
ble. At conventions, Hall 
has observed businessmen 
gambling after watching his 
demonstration. The “me- 
chanics” were right in there 
with them. 

Watching one of Hall’s 
demonstrations is especially 
fascinating because there 
are no fancy tricks. It’s all 
business. A gambling me- 
chanic is a scientist, rather 
than an artist, and some of

his tools are very complex. 
Among them are some con- 
tact lenses to read marked 
cards, electro-magnetically 
controlled dice, the 
ordinary marked cards, and 
a wide assortment of other 
devices. It is practially im- 
possible for the average 
gambler to recognize them 
when they are in use. 

Hall however, preferred 
not to use such tools. They 
were unneccessary and they 
might be detected. Hall 
needs no tools but his 
hands to control the out- 
come of a card or dice 
game. Such methods as 
holding cards out of the 
deck, crimping the deck and 
second-card dealing are 
enough. Tranquilzers in an 
opponent’s drink help too. 
Often, two or more me- 
chanics will work together, 
with the “working” me- 
chanic feeding good cards 
to his partner. 

Hall is able to give many 
pointers on how to spot a 
card cheat or a mechanic, 
but he says the best advice 


is not to gamble at all. First, 
it’s very unusual to be able 
to spot a mechanic. Second- 
ly, it can lead to violence if 
you do. 

The mechanic has a bag 
of tricks to protect himself, 
short of violence, if he is 
detected. For example, a 
gambler who thinks he has 
spotted a mechanic on the 
opposite side of a card table 
usually leans towards the 
mechanic as he points the 
accusing finger. The me- 
chanic presses his stomach 
against the opposite side of 
the table, exchanging accu- 
sations. Then the mechanic 
suddenly pushes his chair 
and backs away from the 
table; the accuser suddenly 
falls across the table and he 
becomes the accused be- 
cause he apparently messed 
up the table to cover up. 

With dice, a detected me- 
chanic simply slaps the out- 
stretched dice from the ac- 
cuser’s hand, sending them 
across the room, and starts 
a fight to avenge the “insult 
to his integrity.” In the 
scuffle, the loaded dice are 
forgotten.

Hall began to leave his 
occupation as a gambling 
mechanic after his second 
sentence at the Colorado 
State Reformatory. 1 to 23 
years because he had bro- 
ken parole from his previ- 
ous sentence. 

In prison Hall met a Ca- 
tholic priest who taught 
him about religion and he 
argued religion with his cell- 
mates. Hall’s favorite past- 
time in prison was to disillu- 
sion other prisoners by 
pointing out inconsistencies 
in their faiths. The prison 
had a point system for ob- 
taining early parole and at- 
tending church was one way 
to obtain points. Within a 
year, Hall was again free 
and now, he said, a member 
of what he called Jesus 
Christ’s mob. 

Hall decided he wouldn’t 
take any action for less than 
$10,000. Anything less 
wasn’t worth going against 
his religion. He continued 
to carry his knife because 
he could not imagine survi- 
val without it. 

One evening in 1954, 
Hall was driving in Detroit 
when a car containing two 
drunks ran into the rear of 
his car. Hall jumped from 
his car and thrust his knife 
to the throat of the drunk. 
The two drunks immedi- 
ately stopped their abusive 
language and apologized. 

That evening, Hall went 
to his legitimate job as a 
salesman for a cemetery. 
Looking across the ceme- 
tery, Hall said he realized 
that he would someday kill 
somebody. On the other 
hand, he felt if he gave up 
his knife, he himself would 
soon be dead. After a long 
time in thought, he buried 
the knife in the cemetery 
and was unarmed for the 
first time since his early 
childhood. 

Without his knife, he 
could no longer work as a 
gambling mechanic. Also 
about this time, Hall met 
the woman who was to be- 
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come his wife. Today, Hall 
has 10 children and a list of 
credentials that would im- 
press anyone. He has been a 
systems sales representative 
for Remington Rand, assis- 
tant executive secretary for 
the Flint Chamber of Com- 
merce and executive direc- 
tor of the Wyandotte Board 
of Commerce. He now lives 


in Dearborn on $7,500 a 


year. 

Hall said he could go out 
any day and make several 
thousand dollars in an even- 
ing as a gambling mechanic. 
At his gambling demonstra- 
tions, he is often told where 
the “action” is. Little good 
seems to come from his 
demonstrations, because 
every “chump” has a fool- 
proof system. These fool- 
proof systems have helped 
the Mafia invade hundreds 
of businesses. 

According to Hall, there’s 
a mechanic at every big 


game. And where there’s a 
mechanic, there’s no gam- 
bling—becuase there’s no 
element of chance. The 


mechanic may let a man 
win for a while to suck him 
in, but he takes over when 
ever he wants. The only one 
who wins is the Mafia.

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BLACKS ASSAULTED 
IN BOSTON MASSACRE 


James Cooper, 28, his 
wife, Lena May, 26, and 
three of his wife’s friends 
were in South Boston when 
Cooper, a television repair- 
man, stopped at a traffic 
light. 

“A bunch of whiteys on 
the sidewalk began to taunt 
us,” Mrs. Cooper told hom- 
icide investigators. “About 
20 of the filthy-mouthed 
boobs.” 

Cooper and the women 
tried to ignore the torment- 
ing whites but this angered 
them. They blocked the car. 
“We locked the doors,” 
Mrs. Cooper said. “We were 
scared. They were threaten- 
ing to do some pretty bad 
things.” 

The whites tried to break 
into the car. They couldn’t 
do it with their fists so they 
got a plank and smashed the 
windshield. “We had to 
scrooch down to keep from 
having our head squashed 
by the plank,” Mrs. Cooper 
said. 

One of the whiteys reach- 
ed in and unlocked the driv- 
er’s door while others kept 
Cooper immobilized with 
the plank. Then they open- 
ed the door and jerked 
Cooper out while their pals, 
meanwhile, opened the car’s 
other doors. 

“We don’t like niggers 
that ignore us!” one of the 
whiteys screamed. “You 
heard what we called you 
and you just sat in there 
pretending you didn’t hear 
us.” 

They stabbed Cooper 20 
times, homicide investiga- 
tors said. Then they stomp- 
ed the faces of his wife and 
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her friends until they were 
mushy, blood-oozing carica- 
tures. 

Ironically—or was it?— 
the incident occurred in 
front of a police station 
whose occupants didn’t 
hear the victims’ screams or 
otherwise become aware of 
the vicious attack until one 
of the Black women, Jas- 
mine Ralphs, 23, staggered 
into the station after her 
face had been pulped.

Cooper died later in City
